And wherc'as die Central Government is ot opinion tUai the afore--md Commis¬ 
sion should also inquire into, and report on, cetfm deliuitc matteis of public 
impottance, namely, tne disturban, es in tiic renniuii g areas of the HoXaro tc-hsif 
and the disturbances in the Chus t„hsil folic wing the assassination of Smt. Indira 
Gandhi, the late Prime Ministei.
